Manslaughter Is Charged. 


The prospective bride and bridegroom, 
26 years old, of 2651 
Woodley road northwest, also a stu- 
dent at the law school, and Miss 
Esther Lewis, 24 years old, of 1616 Six- 
teenth street northwest, are in the 
Rockville jail, detained under $500 bail 
each as witnesses. The driver of the 
car, Fred Watson, of 309 New Jersey 
avenue northwest, is held under a tech- 
nical charge of manslaughter in $1,500. 
All three suffered minor injuries, police 
say, but refused hospital treatment.

Paris, April 29 (A.P.) —Premiecr Ra - 
mond Poincare today won a comfortable 
majority of at least 100 in the second 
round national election of the chamber 
of deputies. With 65 results lacking, his 
Supporters had won 305 seats, as com- 
pared with a 261 they occupied in the 
preceding chamber. 

The Radical and Socialist parties 
combined have carried 227, as compared 
with the 285 held previously. On the 
basis of these returns the premler seems 
certain to have a sympathetic majority 
to continue his financial renovation 
program, 

The parliamentary elections on the 
face of the returns tonight have given 
France the “political stabilization” de- 
ciared by Premier Poincare to be requi- 
Site to the stabilization of the franc. 

In consequence the union govern- 
ment will remain in power and Poincare 
will set in motion the machinéry by 
which he proposes to finish his task 
of putting French money solidiy on 
its feet. 

The machinery 
slow motion, 


will be geared for 
it seems, from all the 
premier’s declarations, though it 1s 
said in official circles that there will 
be no delay in getting it started. 

Get Rid of Floating Debt. 

The first part of the stabilization 
program will be to get rid of the float- 
ing debt that hangs over France. The 
debt consists of about 24,000,000,000 
francs advanced by the Bank of France 
and something over 40,000,000,000 francs 
in short-term national defense bonds. 
A big interior loan will be floated as 
soon as the government can agree with 
the bankers on a rate of issue, rate of 
interest and date of reimbursement. 

The Communists and other repre- 
sentatives of the Left Wing lagged be- 
hind the candidates of moderate prin- 
ciples in most of the departmenets. 
The Communist deputy, Marty, who is 
in prison, was reelected, although his 
comrade behind the bars, Doriom, lost 
his seat. 

Alsatian autonomists were elected

CHARACTER EULOGIZED 
BY DAWES AND BYRNS. 


Friend, Chairman Had Helped, 
Collapses; Burial to Be at 
His Home Today. | 


For nearly a quarter of a century 
hig battle ground, the Capitol, took 
on the peacefulness of a cathedral yes- 
terday for Martin B. Madden. ‘The 
tumult and clamor he knew and loved 
were absent; in their place the sooth-| 
ing prayers of a chaplain, the sweet 
hymns of a quartet, and the earnest 
eulogies of friends. A State funeral was 
belng accorded “Madden of Illinois.” 

The body of the legislator lay on a! 
flower-fringed catafalque in the House 
of Representatives, a few feet from 
where he had stood and fought a thou- 
4and legislative battles. Gathered in 
the chambers to pay him final tribute 
were the notables of this and other 
nations—President Coolidge and his 
Cabinet, Vice President Dawes. Speaker 
Longworth, the venerable justices of 
the Supreme Court, diplomats from dis- 
tant lands, the chieftains of the Army. 
Navy and Marine Corps, and the Con- 
gress itseif. 

There were perhaps 600 persons in 
the chamber and in the galleries. Mrs. 
Calvin Coolidge sat in the Executive 
gallery with Frank W. Stearns and a 
Secret Service man. 


Thousand View Body. 


When the services were over and the 
doors were opened to the public, more 
than 2 thousand persons filed past the 
catafalque to take a last look at the 
dead ieader. A few minutes after the 
services began a colored man in the 
gallery collapsed and ad to be carried 
out to a corridor. He'Wwas identified as 
John D. Gainey, a postal inspector, who 
won his job through Madden’s influ- 
ence. 

President Coolidge sat in the first 
seat of the first row on the Republican 
side of the aisle. In the first seat on 
the Democratic side, directly opposite 
him, sat one of his predecessors in of- 
fice, the black-gowned Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court, William Howard 
Taft. 

Madden, as chairman of the House 
appropriations committee, was Cool- 
itige’s chief apostle in the crusade 
egainst extravagance, and when he died 
at his desk Friday of a heart attack, 
the Executive declared that “one of our 
great men” had passed. 

While the occasion yesterday was 2 
solenin one, the rules of procedure were 
followed as on any working day. On 
the stroke of 12, Speaker Longworth 
rapped for order. Then came the usual 
opening prayer by the chaplain, the 
Rev. James Shera Montgomery. After 
this, Majority Leader Tilson moved that 
the reading of the journal be dis- 
pensed with and that a recess be taken. 


Arrival of Nation's Chiefs. 


At this point Doorkeeper Bert Ken- 
mnedy gave a signal and the members 
of the United States Senate filed into 
the chamber. In the van were Majority 
Leader Curtis and Minority Leader Rob- 
inson, with two old war horses, Warren, 
of Wyoming, and Overman, of North 
Carolina, just behind them. Then came 
the austere Justices of the Supreme 
Court, with Chief Justice Taft at their 
head. 

Gold braid glittered when the doors 
again opened, and in came Maj Gen. 


the Army: Maj. Gen. John A. Lejuene, 
the Marine Corps chieftain, and Ad- 
miral Charles F. Hughes, chief ot naval 
operations. The diplomats were next. 
Foremost among them was Ambassador 
Sze, of China.

IN TRAFFIC AFFAIR 


U. S. Chamber of Commerce 
Finds Troubles Differ in 
All Big Cities. 


RECALLS PARKING BAN’S 
FAILURE IN LOS ANGELES 
John thider, Civic Manager, 
Suggests Six New Methods 
of Meeting Congestion. 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN, 

Declaring that trade and traffic are 
vitally essential to each other, the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, 
as the result of a survey of automobile 
| parking throughout the country, stands 
flatly upon the conviction that a satis- 
factory solution to this problem can 
not be found unless it discovers the 
means of meeting adequately the traf- 
fic needs of trade. 

A study by the country’s central 
business organization was believed both 
desirable and necessary because of the 
importance of parking regulation § to 
trade. Since the convenience of the 
Shopper is viewed as being the very 
lifeblood of business, the problem of 
providing parking space was studied 
with a view to finding a solution which 
would impose no hardship on the mo- 
torist who drives his car to a place of 
business and at the same time place 
no Itmitation on establishments which 
draw their cust6mers so largely from 
the ranks of motordom., 

The parking question was taken up 
on the assumption that it ts of unt- 
versal importance. Each city, it is 
pointed out, has its own parking prob- 
lems, which it must solve with due re- 
gard to the needs of the business man. 
The recent contention of local Thir- 
teenth street merchants is still fresh in 
the public mind.

Other Problems Pointed Out. 


Progressing further, the study indi- 
cates that “a traffic system must take 
account of both point of origin and 
destination.” Development of outlying 
business districts, it 1s tndicated, not 
only removes trade from the central 
business section but modifies it to a 
considerable extent. “Remove the bulk 
of trade in household staples to outly- 
ing subcenters,” says Mr. Ihider, “and 
tie remaining downtown shops tend to 
specialize in quality goods, to cater to 
a spectalized clientele.” 

He further points out that progress 
in thought on parking has revealed that 
earlier attempts to restrict it, being 
based on superficial observation, merely 
speeded up traffic, with the result that 
through movement was invited, thereby 
interfering with local business and 
icontributing nothing to it. 

The study lays down some interesting 
generalizations. It emphasizes that the 
principal purpose of a street is to pro- 
vide access to abutting property, that 
traffic needs terminals as well as rights- 
of-ways, that an even flow of traffic 
is better than great speed between stop 
signals, and that the character and 
volume of traffic is affected by the lo- 
cation, bulk and use of buildings, 

Unless vehicles can stop at or with- 
in. a practicable distance from the des- 
tinations of their passengers or of their 
cargoes, says Mr, Ihlder, abutting prop- 
erty becomes inaccessible, and business 
diminishes. And here is the crux of the 
parking question. 

The method of parking cars, angle 
or ranking, and the time a car is al- 
lowed to stand will be found to have 
direct effect on the chief purpose of 
traffic, to reach a given -. destination 
with maximum convenience. Business, 
accordingly, suffers or benefits in pro- 
portion to the convenience which regu- 
lations allow. . 


Chicago Cited as Instance. 


A distinction in types of business is 
made by classing them as administra- 
tive and retail, since this expresses 
with some accuracy the difference in 
the traffic needs of these classes. 
Whereas traffic is of minor importance 
to an organization whose customers 
seldom if ever visit it, it Is of great 
consequence to a retail business which 
depends on nearby residence district 
patronage. 

The conclusion drawn is that to pro- 
vide facilities for the automobile shop- 
per means not only increasing street ca- 
pacity, but making present street ca- 
pacity available by removing traffic 
which makes no contribution to the 
business district and by regulating the 
location, bulk and use of buildings. 

Chicago is cited as an instance of 
achievement of this latter p ‘ 

When Chicago found that a produce 
market bordering on a retail district, 
railroad and steamboat freight ter- 
minals nearly encircling it and trans- 
ferring goods by drays and trucks 
through strects lined with retail estab- 
lishments, it moved its produce market 
and is relocating some of its freight 
terminals, even going so far as to pro- 
pose a new steamboat harbor removed 
several miles. — 

But, it is stated, this is only an easy 
beginning of the solution. De ent 
stores, hotels, theaters, office buildings 
and banks require truck and passenger 
vehicle service and in this way block 
complete segregation of vehicular types.

“To secure good results it probably 
will be- necessary to supplement regu- 
lation of bulk of buildings with some 
The use of a 
building not only affects the size of its 
population, but also that population’s 
requirements for street traffic facilities. 
Surveys in several cities have produced 
figures bearing on this point. They in- 
dicate that department store traffic its 
50.3 times the personnel of the store, 
that office building traffic is 6.6 times 
the office building occupancy. They also 
indicate that certain kinds of buildings, 
theaters, for example, discharge their 
populations upon the street during a 
very brief period, while others distribute 
their street traffic demands more evenly 
and over much longer periods. 

Summarizing this portion of the dis- 
cussion, it is stated that there are defi- 
nite economc advantages to a large con- 
cern in having all its emploves in one 
bullding or group of buildings, such 
concentration reducing street traffic 
during business hours. 


Some Remedies Suggested. 


Finally specific remedies are prescribed 
as follows: 

1. Make a traffic survey, including a 
ccunt of customers as well as vehicles. 

2. Determine the most important 


traffic needs of the central business 
district and list them in order of im- 
portance. 

3. See whether less important traffic 
interferes with that which is of greater 
importance and whether it can be 
diverted or confined to out-of-business 
hours. 

4. Bring about adoption of a traffic 
ordinance, 

5. Study effect of buildings of vary- 
ing bulk and use on street traffic as a 
guide to future building plans. 

6. Consider the value of city plan 
or zoning regulations; if none exists, 
as a means of securing permanent im- 
provement in traffic conditions. 

This study undertaken by the United 
States Chamber of Commerce serves to 
throw considerable new light on the 
parking problem as it affects the com- 
munity’s all important component 
business. Its appealing characteristic 
is its advice to proceed sanely and on 
the basis of facts. Bitter experience 
has proved this course to be superior 
in that it leaves little to be undone.

Danish crown aided in the conviction 
of Bishop Anton Bast, of the Northern 
Europe area of Methodism, on charges 
of misapplication of funds, -rrived here 
Saturday for the general conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, which 
Opens Tuesday. 

Whether Bishop Bast will continue 
as bishop, on a final appeal, will be 
settled at the conference. After he had 
served a prison term of three months 
he was suspended from his church 
position by a Methodist tribunal at 
The Haguc. 

Also involved in prosecution of the 
Bast case is the tev. John P. Inger- 
slew, expected here in ten days. He is 
former pastor of the Jerusalem Meth- 
Odist Church of Copenhagen, and was 
expelled by a church tribunal before 
the Bast matter was cleared up, for 
testifying against his superior in civil 
court. He sued the church for salary 
and was awarded ,10,000 in a Danish 
court, though the church appealed. 

“We are here to keep the conference 
informed as to the facts of the Bast 
case,” Dr. Fabricus said today. “It in- 
volves a matter of Christian justice.”

SAYS MISS SHERWIN 


Responsible for Putting Rival 
Candidates on Same Plat- 
form, She Declares. 


HEIRESS HEADS LEAGUE 
OF VOTERS THIRD TIME 


Asserts Her Sex Popularized 
Questionnaire and Cam- 
paigns in Open. 


Chicago, April 29 (A.P.).—Miss Belle 
Sherwin, who has been interested in 
equal suffrage since many regarded 
voting as “not nice” for women, be- 
lieves women are teaching men new 
tricks at their old game of “playing 
politics.”

It was a difficult thing to convince 
men that their mothers, wives and 
daughters should have a part in suf- 
frage affairs, Miss Sherwin said. It 
was more difficult to get women to 
vote, and most difficult to convince 
them they should study political par- 
ties and issues. 

“One would give -up if one did not 
know that is the way the world ad- 
vances,”” she remarked, wearily. It had 
been a tedious day; so Many women 
wanted to talk. Keeping them on par- 
liamentary tracks had been wearing.

Could Have Leisure. 


Leisure could be Miss Sherwin’s, as 
she is one of the few heirs to the for- 
tune left by her father, the late Henry 
A Sherwin, Cleveland paint manufac- 
turer. Her life, however, since she left 
Wellesley College in 1890, has been ac- 
tive as a teacher and a social and edu- 
cational worker. 

The league takes pride in leading the 
recent fight at Cleveland for the re- 
tention of the city manager form of 
government, and Miss Sherwin regards 
it as an indication of what organized 
women can do. 

“The problem there was to get out 
the vote, and they did—some 40,000 
more than the politicians forec ast—by 
having workers in each precinct.” 

In the eight years since the nine- 
teenth amendment became operative, 
parties have been chansed by women 
coming into them and women have 
been changed by going into parties, said 
Miss Sherwin. She believes every woman 
voter should ally herself with a party. 

“Women were quick to see that the 
primary was their assurance of effec- 
tiveness in slate making, and they have 
encouraged its extension. Through ex- 
perience in party conclaves they have 
learned compromise often is necessary 
if progress is to be made.” 

“But,” she continued, “women are 
adamant where issues touch the home 
and abolition of war was energetically 
—never a backward step.” 


Alien Woman a Problem. 


And the assertion called up scenes 
at the league convention where every 
reference to child labor, prohibition 
and abolition of war was nergetically 
applauded. 

“It is natural the first leaders in 
women’s movements were women with 
leisure, with time to think and act. 
But now there are professional women, 
mothers of families, and many, very 
many with small salaries, and wives of 
husbands with moderate incomes.” 

Miss Sherwin regards the political ed- 
ucation of the alien woman and the 
women of the congested, poorer dis- 
tricts as a problem, but not one from 
which her league shrinks. 

“Through community centers, in 
small groups and individually we are 
reaching them, stressing that govern- 
ment is rent, taxes, decent alleys, health 
and protection. They often want to 
throw off the precinct boss’ yoke but 
can not. Eventually they will, and 
then they can vote honestly.” 

“The polling place, however, is next 
door to every home and whatever is 
voted there without consideration of 
the home is a danger to woman’s most 
sacred province.”

HEARING ON THURSDAY 


Compulsory lability insurance for 
motorists was urged in a statement 
issued yesterday by Thomas M. Bald- 
win, jr., District superintendent of in- 
surance, calling attention to the hear- 
ing to take place Thursday before a 
subcommittee of the House. Baldwin's 
statement was as follows: 

“Representative Allen T. Treadway, of 
Massachusetts, on Thursday next at 
10:30 a. m. will present to the sub- 
committee of the District committee of 
the House, his compulsory automobile 
liability insurance bill, known as H. R. 
9688. 

“This bill is patterned very closely 
after the Massachusetts law regarding 
compulsory automobile liability insur- 
ance, and the representative is very 
anxious to have the committee take 
favorable action in reporting this bill 
to the whole committee. 

“Mr. Treadway believes that the 
many automobile accidents of the past 
few weeks plainly show the necessity 
for the enactment of his proposed 
measure into law before the adjourn- 
ment of the present session of the Con- 
gress. 

“The only strong opposition to com- 
pulsory liability insurance comes from 
the stock casualty insurance companies. 

“The stock companies take the posi- 
tion that Massachusetts is the only 
State in the Union that has this par- 
ticular legislation and there is behind 
it now only sixteen months of actual 
experience, hich they claim is not 
sufficient time to ascertain whether the 
law is really workable or not. 

*"On the other hand, the proponents 
of the bill take the stand that based 
on the experience in Massachusetts the 
law there is working satisfactorily.”

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Power Trust Would Kill Boulder Dam Construction 
and Throttle Potomac River Power Development 


To the President and 
Members of Congress: 


The City of Washington confronts the possibility of 
having its public utilities turned over to the control of a 
non-resident corporation which, having enormous interests 
in many other cities and sections, would necessarily look 
upon its Washington holdings as a mere incident. 

It has been shown before the Public Utilities Commission 
that the North American Co. holds 47 per cent of the com- 
mon stock of the Washington Railway & Electric Co., 
which in turn controls the Potomac Electric Power Co. 

Fifteen years ago Congress passed a law prohibiting non- 

resident companies holding such large interests in Washing- 
ton utilities; and although this was later modified in order 
to permit a merger of traction companies, the prohibition 
still applies against the domination of power companies. 
The undersigned is one of the largest stockholders in the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co. He is opposed to the 
merger as now outlined for two reasons: 
' 1. He believes the many hundreds of minority stock- 
holders would have their interests gravely endangered if 
these properties were turned over to the enormously power- 
ful alien interests which seek their control. 

2. He believes the interests of Washington would in- 
evitably suffer because the manifest prime interest of these 
non-resident powers is to get control of the electrical busi- 
ness of Washington in which reside the sole opportunity of 
great profits through the merger. 

3. He believes that if this merger is approved, the North 
American Co. and its subsidiaries here will so completely 
dominate’the situation that the Great Falls power rights 
must inevitably fall ultimately into their hands. Thus 


American industry today leads the world because it has 
cheap power. The Power Trust seeks to place the American 
home, American industry, American transportation, under 
universal contribution to it. If it succeeds, it will be en- 
throned in control of the economic establishment of this 
town. 

Because the Washington transportation and power mer- 
ger is thus intimately involved in the evolution of this 
national monopoly, it takes on a significance that is far more 
than merely local. The Washington Herald has repeatedly 
pointed out these features of the situation. 

The Power Trust has organized in Washington this win- 
ter, the biggest, ablest, most resourceful, and best provis- 
ioned lobby that has ever attempted to handle a legislative 
situation in this country.

The North Ameri- 
can Co., seeking to dominate the power and traction facilli- 
ties of the Washington area, is one of the largest contribu- 
tors to the fund which sustains this great lobbying program. 
The Washington Herald recently made the pertinent sug- 
gestion, that if former Senators are worth $20,000 for a few 
weeks’ services to this lobby, it would be interesting to know 
how much Senators and Congressmen actually in office 
might be worth. 

The North American Co. is a strictly Wall Street concern. 
It asks Congress for the right to impose an enormously 
increased capitalization on the public utilities of this city; a 
capitalization which would immediately give it, in effect, 
the power to impose and collect huge taxes on the com- 
munity through the charges for electric current and mu- 
nicipal transportation.

Bad Weather and Kindred 
Factors Cause Trade to 
Be Backward. 


MOTOR-CAR PRODUCTION 
INCREASES MATERIALLY 


Steel Maintains Its Position 
as Pace-Setter; Prices of 
Commodities Up. 


New York, April 29 (A.P.).—Irregular 
tendencies continued to be manifest in 
American business last week. Trade 
was backward because of inclement 
weather and kindred factors, but in- 
dustry moved forward briskly, particu- 
larly in the so-called heavy lines. 


Steel maintained its position as pace- 
setter, although there appeared to be 
some slackening of demand. § First 
quarter operations were at a good rate, 
and inspired predictions in some quar- 
ters that the 1926 peak would be du- 
plicated this year. Earnings of United 
States Steel Corporation and Bethle- 
hem Steel Corporation for the first 
quarter showed a marked upward ten- 
dency from the late periods of last 
year, although failing to reach the high 
mark of the first three months of 1926. 
However, there was evidence of grow- 
ing pressure against steel prices, and a 
slight lowering of quotations on fin- 
ished steel. 


Motor Production Greater. 


March production of motor cars in- 
creased materially over the February 
figures, while first quarter output was 
far ahead of that of a year ago. Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation reported the 
largest first quarter in its history, in 
point of earnings, and maintained its 
p- ‘tion as the world’s leading indus- 
trial corporation in earning power. 

vevenue freight loadings continued 
to follow a disappointing trend. Ship- 
ments for the week ended April 21 
were under those of last year. The 
coal industry showed little improve- 
ment, although prospects of an agree- 
ment in some parts of the Middle West 
appeared a little brighter. 

Railroad executives continued to 
work for some sort of compromise on 
the lake cargo coal freight rate con- 
troversy, in which the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was enjoined from 
prohibiting a reduction of 20 cents a 
ton by roads serving certain of the 
Southern mining fields. A meeting was 
held in New York, but its only apparent 
net result was the calling of another 
conference in Cincinnati on May 3. 


Rail Consolidation Aided. 


Sale by the Delaware & Hudson of its 
holdings of Wabash and Lehigh Valley 
stocks was believed to have advanced 
the program for consolidation of East- 
ern railroads to a marked degree. It 
eliminated the Loree pian for a fifth 
trunk line, thus removing one of the 
most formidable of all obstacles to a 
definite agreement by heads of the 
four existing systems in the Eastern 
territory. Submission of a _ detailed 
plan to the Interstate Co-1merce Com- 
mission before the end of the year was 
predicted in some well-informed quar- 
ters. 

Further stiffening of the credit mar- 
ket was noted during the week, al- 
though but one increase in Federal Re- 
serve rediscount rates, at Minneapolis, 
was added to the four already made. 
The belief persisted, however, that a 
uniform rate of ‘414 per cent would be 
in effect bef the passage of many 
weeks. 

That New York was likely to be 
among the last to make the change 
was generally conceded, on the basis 
of past performances. 

Time money advanced to 5 per cent 
and there was a moderate firming up of 
commercial paper and bankers’ accep- 
tance rates. Call loans, for the most of 
the week, ruled around 5 per cent. 

Commodity prices showed more in- 
creases than declines, but the large ma- 
jority of items remained unchanged. 
Textiles revealed only minor changes.

WALL STREET BRIEFS 


New York, April 29 (A.P,).—Wall 
street statisticians see in the volume of 
dividend distributions since the first 
of the year, one of the logical reasons 
for sharp advances in many stocks.

New York, April 29 (A.P.).—A rising

Five Federal Reserve banks have 
raised their rediscount rates to 414 per 
cent, and while the New York charge 
remained at 4, it was regarded as a cer- 
tainty that an advance would be forth- 
coming before many weeks, and that 
the entire Federal Reserve system will 
swing into line with the new level. 
Time money rates also followed a 
stiffening trend. Moderate gains in 
commercial demand for funds appeared 
to be in part responsible. The move- 
ment of gold was the smallest in sev- 
eral weeks, and the selling of Govern- 
ment securities by the Federal Reserve 
banks slowed up materially, if the 
action of the Government list in the 
bond market is taken as a criterion.

WAR AS A POLICY. 

« Secretary Kellogg has given a public 
reply to the French government concern- 
ing the conditions with which M. Briand 
‘would surround a multilateral treaty to 
yenounce war. In his address before the 
American Society of International Law 
on Saturday night, Mr, Kellogg took up 
‘one condition after another and indicated 
that in his opinion they were unneces- 
gary, and could, therefore, be safely omit- 
ted from the proposed treaty. One of 
them, however, he regards as a stum- 
bling-block which must be removed be- 
fore the treaty can be brought into ef- 
fect. This is the stipulation that the 
treaty shall not be binding until all na- 
tions have adhered to it. Mr. Kellogg 
thinks that “for one reason or another a 
state so situated as to be no menace to 
the peace of the world might obstruct 
agreement or delay ratification in such 
manner as to render abortive the efforts 
of all the other powers.” 

: The principa] conditions proposed by 
M: Briand are that the proposed treaty 
shall not deny a nation’s right of self-de- 
fense; that the covenant of the League 
of Nations, the Locarno pacts and neu- 


trality treaties shall not be invalidated, 


and that the treaty shall not bind the 
parties in respect of a state breaking the 
agreement. Mr. Kellogg suggested that 


the right of self-defense is inherent, and | 


heed not be written into any treaty. Ex- 
press recognition of the right of self- 
defense, he thinks, might be dangerous, 
because it would enable “the unscrupu- 
lous” to make war under a pretext of 
self-defense so skillfully worded as to ac- 
cord with the agreed definition. As to 
the covenant of the League of Nations, 
he did not see that a treaty to renounce 
war would conflict with it, because the 
covenant merely “authorizes” war, and 
does not positively require the league 
members to make war. The parties to the 
Locarno pacts are not under any obliga- 
tion to go to war until one of the parties 
has resorted to war. Therefore, if all re- 
nounce war and keep their agreement, 
there is no conflict between the renuncia- 
tion and the Locarno agreements. Mr. 
Kellogg said he was not familiar with the 
neutrality treaties mentioned by M. 
Briand, but he had no doubt that if 
France urged its allies to sign the re- 
hunciation treaty they would do so. If 
a nation not a party to the treaty should 
attack these allies, France would be free, 
of course, to defend them. 

~ Finally, Secretary Kellogg disposed of 
the point regarding the release of the 
parties if one of them should violate the 
treaty. He stated that as a matter of 
law the parties would be automatically 
released from their obligations to a 
treaty-breaking state. 

* Thus, to the satisfaction of those sup- 
porting the idea of an unconditional re- 
nunciation of war by all nations, Mr, Kel- 
logg swept away all the French condi- 
tions and reservations. The question 
narrows down to this: Do the great pow- 
ers wish to renounce war as an instru- 
ment of policy? 

_ If the governments are actually ready 
to forego the advantages that war might 
give them hereafter, they will have no 
sbjection to the Kellogg proposal. They 
seed not hold back for fear of other states 
breaking the treaty, for they themselves 
would be released in that event. The 
stumbling-block to Mr. Kellogg’s 
is one that he did not mention 
It is the possession of govern-

STUDY OF THE MERGER PLAN, 


The Senate District committee has decided 
that it will not hold hearings on the proposed 
street railway merger until after the House 
committee has finished its hearings. This is a 
wise decision. There is much to be gained by 
subjecting this proposal to the scrutiny of two 
bodies. 

Two street railway companies and an inde- 
pendent bus company are operating in Wash- 
ington. Consequently there has been uneco- 
nomic operation and unsatisfactory facilities. 
Washington realizes that a unified system 
should provide for economic operation, to- 
gether with such other advantages as universal 
free transfers and straight-away cross-city car 
operation. 

Without reference to the pending agree- 
ment, it should be recognized that street rail- 
ways are no longer able to abuse the monopo- 
lies of former days. The public’s legs provide 
one form of competition. The universal fam- 
ily flivver provides another. Street railway 
operators have learned through experience 
that there is a point beyond which fares must 
not be raised, for as soon as the public finds 
that it is an expensive proposition to use 
street cars it takes to walking or purchases an 
automobile. The fact that traction operators 
have taken to de luxe equipment, both in 
Washington and elsewhere, proves that they 
realize that they must cater to public favor. 
It is no longer possible to put any old street 
car on the tracks and force the public to use 
it. The shoe is on the other foot. The public 
chooses between its flivver or the trolley. 

These things should be kept in mind during 
consideration of the pending merger agree- 
ment. Whether or not the plan will provide 
improved service and at the same time safe- 
guard the public interest can be established 
only through a thorough exposition of its 
merits and defects. There is no necessity for 
haste in disposing of this question. Not until 
after both the House and the Senate hearings 
have been completed will any one be in a 
position to come to a definite conclusion as to 
the merits of the merger plan. 


FILM INDUSTRY ON TRIAL. 


The prolonged Federal investigation of the 
film industry has culminated in the filing of 
two suits charging 190 leading film distributing 
corporations and 32 film boards of trade with 
conspiring to violate the Sherman antitrust 
law. Two actions were begun, one against the 
Paramount-Famous Players-Lasky Corpora- 
tion, and others, for the purpose of testing the 
legality of an agreement between distributors 
and exhibitors for the arbitration of all dis- 
putes, and the other against First National 
Pictures, Inc., and others, to test the legality 
of the operation of credit committees which 
compel all lessees of theaters to carry out the 
contracts of previous owners or operators. 

The industry professes to welcome court ac- 
tion. Through counsel it points out that it 
has furnished the Government every facility 
during the course of the investigation, even 
to the extent of permitting free access to the 
files of the film boards and their members 
throughout the country. The practices com- 
plained of, it says further, ‘shave proved over- 
whelmingly satisfactory within the industry.” 
Under the provisions of the arbitration agree- 
ment, ‘“‘over 50,000 cases have been settled 
amicably, without litigation, during the past 
five years.” : 

There is every reason to presume that this 
will be a tedious legal struggle. Both parties 
to the dispute believe that they are in the 
right. The Government is in a position to 
carry its case to the court of last resort, and 
the moving picture industry is equally well 
prepared. 


AGAINST OCEAN FLIGHTS. 


Some time ago Eddie Stinson, Detroit air- 
plane manufacturer and well-known pilot, an- 
nounced that he would build no more planes 
for transatlantic flights. It has become known 
that the Stinson Aircraft Corporation has 
turned down an order for such a plane and 
has returned to the would-be purchaser a 
check for $3,700 sent as a deposit. 

It would be a fine thing if all American 
airplane manufacturers would adopt a similar 
policy. The Stinson corporation builds a good 
plane, one that has demonstrated its mettle 
repeatedly... Yet, despite the fact that a Stin- 
son-Detroiter has been flown’ successfully 
across the Atlantic, Eddie Stinson realizes that 
his craft is not suitable for such flights. By 
pushing a Stinson-Detroiter beyond reasonable 
bounds, by straining every joint and every 
strut with a load that the plane is not de- 
signed to carry, an aviator might reach an- 
other continent if every factor, including luck, 
were in his favor. The chances are, however, 
that he would fly over the horizon never to 
return, as so many have done during the last 
summer. Eddie Stinson does not want the 
deaths of such as these to be even remotely 
upon his head. He does not wish to see the 
progress of aviation delayed by the unfavor- 
able reaction that invariably follows every 
transatlantic flight failure. 

Eventually, no doubt, there will be built an 
airplane, along radically new lines, capable of 
flying the Atlantic with ease and certainty. 
Until such a plane has been evolved nothing 
is to be gained by further attempts to fly be- 
tween the United States and Europe. Airplane 
manufacturers, turning out planes that they 
“think” should be able to complete such a 
voyage, assume a grave responsibility. 


A LINK WITH THE PAST. 


One of those links with a historic and some- 
what distant past, that occasionally occur in 
the case of human lives, has recently been 
snapped through the death, at the age of 
eighty-two, of Robert Henry Rolfe, of the old 
town of Beaconsfield, England. The late Mr. 
Rolfe’s grandfather, James Rolfe, was farm 
bailiff to the great Irish orator, statesman and 
philosopher, Edmund Burke, in connection 
with his mansion and lands at Beaconsfield. 
The eminent painter, Sir Joshua Reynolds, 
was, as every one knows, a particular friend 
of Burke’s, and occasionally visited him in his 
rural retreat. In 1786, when Reynolds was 
contemplating his picture of “The Infant Her- 
cules” for the Empress of Russia, he found his 
model in James Rolfe’s boy-child, William. 
This William was thenceforward, throughout 
his whole life, known as Hercules. As an 
elderly man he became the father of Robert. 


Nations not so governed can re- i Henry Rolfe, who was born in 1846, and who 
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inherited some of the Herculean proportions 
and qualities, being a man of mighty frame 
and prodigious strength. 

It appears to be somewhat out of the com- 
mon, nay even to border on the marvelous, 
when one reflects that this man’s body, being 
brought to burial in 1928, was wheeled on 
its bier up the center aisle of Beaconsfield 
Church over the grave of Burke, and that his 
father, as a lad of 11, had stood in the same 
churchyard to watch Burke’s funeral in Juiy, 
1797, and to look at the great men who were 
in attendance on that solemn occasion. A 
space of 131 years is not often thus bridged 
by two lives, one of which is also associated 
with a historic event at the beginning of the 
period. 

The connection of the Rolfe family wit 
Burke is still further emphasized by the fact 
that among their family possessions was the 
dagger which the orator once threw so dra- 
matically on the floor of the house of commons 
in order to give strength and point to his argu- 
ment. The “‘dagger’’ was in reality a butcher’s 
knife, but it served its purpose. This knife was 
given by the Rolfes to the late Lord Burnham, 
and as a curiosity it Is now treasured at Hall 
Barn in a glass case—another melancholy 
example of the truism that the inanimate object 
long outlasts the life of man on earth. 


KINANCING FORD CARS, 


The Ford Motor Co. is going into the auto- 
mobile finance business in a big way. The step 
was inevitable. Until several years ago Henry 
Ford was able to market his product on a cash 
business. Other motor manufacturers, real- 
izing that the average individual did not as a 
rule have sufficient cash on hand to pay for a 
motor car outright, inaugurated the system of 
monthly payments. At. first Henry Ford 
ignored the new development. Subsequently, 
however, he took cognizance of it by organizing 
the so-called club purchase plan by which the 
individual might pay to the dealer a certain 
sum each week until he had on deposit enough 
to take delivery of the car. The club plan 
worked well at first. 

Gradually, however, it became apparent to 
dealers that the average individual did not like 
to wait for his car. When he had made up his 
mind to buy, he wanted to take delivery in 
short order. Dealers then organized local 
finance companies, so that for some time it was 
possible to pay for Fords in monthly install- 
ments. 

The local finance companies were fairly satis- 
factory. Yet it was inevituble that the Ford 
Co. should realize that these companies were 
making a profit in interest charges that mizht 
as well be gathered into the family exchequer. 
Furthermore, since Fords purchased 
on a standard installment plan, it was deemed 
best that charges and methods should be made 
uniform throughout the country. General 
Motors realized this some time ago by organ- 
izing the General Motors Acceptance Corpvra- 
tion, which has proved highly successful and 
profitable. 

When number of Fords 
sold each year, and the general popularity of 
the installment purchase it beco ves 
apparent that the company which Ford is or- 
ganizing, to be known the 
Finance Co., will become a giant 
Its profits will be enormous. 
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LEARNING ABOUT LEPROSY. 

Further progress in the fight against leprosy 
may result from the research work of Dr. BK. 
L. Walker, professor of tropical medicine at 
the University of California. Announcement 
has just been made by Dr. Walker as the result 
of fourteen months’ study of the disease in 
Hawaii that there is reason to believe that it 
is not contagious, and that the infection 
through which it originates is taken into the 
feet from the soil. Both theories are in con- 
travention of the accepted beliefs of the 
centuries. 

Kither one or both of the discoveries, if 
fully substantiated, may mean much in the 
treatment of leprosy. For years physicians 
have held that leprosy is highly contagious. 
Colonies have been established where the vic- 
tims of the disease might be isolated. It was 
not considered safe for healthy persons to come 
in contact with the inmates of such places. A 
few outsiders have consigned themselves to 
what was termed a “living death’’ in order to 
care for the physical and spiritual needs of the 
lepers. Considered in the light of what it 
would mean to the sufferers, Dr. Walker’s 
contention that leprosy is not contagious is 
most significant. 

The removal of the horror 
which the world has viewed leprosy would 
mean still more in its treatment. As it is 
now, only a minority of the members of the 
medical profession concern themselves with 
its care and treatment. Not all students of 
tropical diseases have followed it in research. 
Lacking the danger’ of contagion the disease 
might be studied wherever it occurred, and 
the hope of an effective cure, which is already 
present, might be advanced considerably. 

Isolation of the germ of the bacteria from 
which leprosy springs is calculated to be 
equally as important in the treatment of the 
disease. Wonderful strides in driving the dis- 
ease out of the system have already been made 
through the use of chaulmugra oil. Sufferers 
have in many cases been discharged as cured, 
but the work which is now still experimental] 
may be made certain through isolation of the 
germ of leprosy. It will be possible then, also, 
to place preventive work upon a surer footing. 
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Disciplinary action is likely to be taken 
against Col. Jake Ruppert, owner of the New 
York Yankees, by his fellow magnates. On 
Friday the New York Team opened its home 
season.

There would have been a league pen+ 
nant day, a world’s series pennant day and a 
Lou Gehrig day. It is evident that Col, Rup- 
pert gave the customers too much for their 
money. Graver charges could not be brought 
against him. |

B, refers to 
the 2,000,000 Chinese reported starving, 
killing and selling their children and 
wives to prevent starvation, and the 
other usual harrowing details that go

ered countries in the world, with rivers 
draining four-fifths of the country; it is 
one of the world's chief coal countries; 
the Yunnan copper deposits are the 
world’s richest; they have rich iron, tin, 
gold, lead and other valuable metal and 
mineral deposits, and petroleum fs 
abundant. China’s history goes back 
4,000 years. It had a high civilization 
when Europeans were in the bronze age, 
and yet China’s natural resources have 
hardly been scratched. They have hun- 
dreds of millions of acres of unused, 
uninhabited, arable land in the interior, 
as good as, or better than our former 
“Great ‘American Desert,” while they 
have three times the population of the 
United States grouped almost entirely 
aiong the sea coast and navigable riv- 
ers. Kiangsu province, on the Yellow 
Sea, in which province Shanghat Is sit- 
uated, has 38,600 square miles and 33,- 
700,000 people, over 870 per square mile, 
being the world’s most densely popu- 
lated political unit. New York State has 
47,644 square miles of land and about 
12,000,000 people, 250 per square mile. 

The United States, about 150 years 
old, had in 1848, 80 years ago, about 
20,000,000 people and has about 
120,000,000. Our people didn’t stay 
bunched up along the Atlantic Coast, 
where they were born or first landed. 
If they had we would have had famines 
too and would be now living like the 
Chinese; the Potomac and other, rivers 
cluttered up with houseboats. Our 
people spread out and when the In- 
dians got after them as they migrated 
the people united in wagon trains, re- 
gardless of politics or religion, until 
they got to their promised land, where 
they scattered out, under the protec- 
tion of forts and stockades. 

Twenty-five years ago there was 
plenty of homestead land in this coun- 
try. Today it is scarce, but in China 
they still have their hundreds of mil- 
lions of acres of vacant arable land, as 
good or better than the Western land 
our people tackled. Our’s was sandy, 
treeless, waterless, infested with rattle- 
snakes, prairie dogs, alkali, and cactus, 
not to mention the earlier Indians, but 
it is good land now, selling in the hun- 
dreds of dollars per acre, with even the 
climate and rainfall changed to better 
serve our needs, possibly due to the in- 
flux of people and the planting of trees 
and crops. When it was found that the 
season was too short for growing corn, 
we even improved our corn so it would 
mature within the season available. 
Where corn wouldn't grow, we hunted 
around and found something else that 
would or put the land to some other 
use. Where water was insufficient we 
used dry farming methods or irrigated. 

It is said that the reason why the 
Chinese are grouped along the seacoast 
and rivers is their religious custom of 
placing offerings on and praying over 
the graves of their ancestors. The 
father dies, his son stays close by to 
place rice, roast pigs, &c., on the grave, 
and to pray over the grave of his illus- 
trious ancestors, who, in their day did 
exactly the same thing. It also seems 
necessary to scatter bits of paper about 
to scare off the various hosts of devils. 
Such e custom is bound to create 
dense population. 

Far be it from me to criticize their 
religion. That is strictly their business, 
I think. But, when as a direct result 
of their customs and desires, they bring 
famine upon themselves, trying to sup-

Condition of the Farmer, 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: I 
note in today’s issue of your paper an 
editorial under the caption, “The 
Vicious Circle,” which I read with con- 
siderable interest. Among other things 
that editorial states: 

“Not only general market prices, but 
reports from individual farming States 
substantiate the fact that the farmer 
is no longer the bankrupt figure that 
he is painted by those who seek to buy 
his vote in the coming campaign at the 
expense of the taxpayers as a whole.” 

I have just received in this morning’s 
mail a letter from one of the leading 
business men in my district, not a 
farmer, in which he uses the following 
language: 

“I am very glad to know that you 
favor the McNary-Haugen farm relief 
bill. Knowing that you are a very busy 
man I will make my letters short. 

“I call your attention to the fact 
that the price of corn is higher than 
for some time. They are offering 94 
cents at elevator here, but there is none 
coming in and will not for a long time. 
There is very little corn on the farms 
in this community. It has been sold 
and delivered. The average price re- 
ceived by farmers for this last crop 
was 55 cents per bushel.” 

Your editorial creates the impression 
in the great consuming centers of the 
East that the farming communities in 
the West are very prosperous, because 
of the high price of wheat and corn. 
You omit to state to them the fact that 
because of the seven years of adverse 


operating their necessities compel them 
to sell both wheat and corn at a price 
below cost of production. The present 
high prices of wheat and corn add 
nothing to his economic condition, and 
the picture you present certainly does 
not contribute anything to the peace 
of mind of the great consuming centers 
of the East.

WHAT’S THE HURRY?

A statistician fairly revels in a 
thing like this; having an average of 
ten minutes loss per day per citizen, 
he calculates this losS to include all 
the citizenship of the large cities of the 
country and piles up a huge total. It 
looks as if our efficiency were trem- 
bling in the balance, because traffic 
will not let us pass on the instant. 

There is undoubtedly some irritation 
due to waiting for traffic; there may 
be some real inconvenience, mounting 
in rare instances to a loss of productive 
efficiency deriving from loss of time 
in getting where one wants to go. But 
out of the great total calculated by the 
statistician how much is really impor- 
tant? Probably very little. And over 
against little delays which traffic 
causes is the immense speeding up of 
our commerce, business and social, due 
to traffic means. 

The enforced leisure experienced in 
waiting to get across city streets is no 
serious menace. There are other things 
we need to worry more about than 
making every minute productive. To 
the calm-minded person the occasional 
pause on the street corner is an inter- 
"val for observation and appreciation of 
civic life. Truth to tell, we go fully 
as fast about our business as seems 
necessary; we are so productive of all 
things that some things are, so the 
economists say, in danger of being 
overproduced, 

Suppose we are losing ten minutes 


a day in steady progress. We might 
well space eleven minutes if the added 
delay aided in lessening the number of 
accidents due to hurry in traffic move- 
ment. Better to take enforced leisure 


conditions under which the farmers in 
the great producing areas have been. 
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in small doses than to be compelled 
to suffer it in long intervals.

DARK HAIR ON THE LEGS 
DEMANDS ATTENTION

MAGINE the dear ladies who first 
] read Sir John Suckling’s lines dis- 

dussing, even in the most intimate 
confidences, this matter of hair on the 
legs! Or even in grandmother's time, or 
mother’s! 

The feet have become a lot braver in 
our day, and the ankles and lower limbs 
have emerged with them from what 
now seems to us to have been a sense- 
less obscurity. Yet this new-found free- 
dom has brought its new problems and 
embarrassments. And one of these is 
dark hair on the legs. If we wore the 
heavy cotton or woolen stockings of the 
old days all would be well. But we don’t 


There is, of course, no sound reason 
for embarrassment. A certain amount 
of hair on legs and arms is normal to 
the human animal in its present stage 
Naturally this hair is more noticeable 
in brunettes than in_ pronounced 
blondes. Most of the worry about it can 


be avoided by wearing darker shades in 
hose and selecting stockings not too 
sheer. If sheer hose, however, seems 
really important, as it almost always 
does, there is another way around the 
difficulty 

1 advise against the regular use ol 
the razor or of hair-removing chemi- 
cals. There is some difference of opinion 
on this point, but my own is that they 
usually do no more. than invite a 
heavier and more bristly growth than 
before. A combination of patience and 
pumicestone is by all odds the best. 
Shave the legs once. Soap them well, 
bringing the soap—a shaving soap 
should be used—to a good lather. Use 
a safety razor with a new blade and 
remove all the hair that seems so un- 
sightly. Purchase a cake of toilet pumice. 
Each day during the bath soap the legs 
well and rub with the pumice, using a 
brisk, rotary motion, but taking care 
not to break or bruise the skin. You 
will have to keep at it regularly every 
day, and then the shaving will not have 
to be repeated more than two or three 
times a year. If you have not the time 
for the daily treatment, it is better not 
to resort to it at all.

“They iiave not enlisted the 
Jewish youth of America into Zionism 
and they have alienated the confidence 
Jewish women, as was impres- 
sively demonstrated by the recent vote 
of no confidence by the National Board 
of Hadassah. 

“The fundamental causes for these 
failures are the incapacity of the pres- 
ent administration to exercise moral 
leadership and their inability to trans- 
late our spiritual aims into concrete re- 
sults in Palestine.” 

The statement charged that the poli- 
cies and character of the present ad- 
ministration have caused a decline in 
membership and apathy among those 
but has been most in- 
jurious,in its effect upon Palestine. 


Five Instances Cited. 


Five instances were cited in which it 
was alleged the administration had 
proved its incapacity to manage the af- 
fairs of the organization. 

“There is no remedy for the depressed 
state of Zionism in America or for the 
serious setback which Palestine has suf- 


and setbacks which have be- 


fered except in replacing the present in- 


competent American Zionist adminis- 
tration with one that shall think in 
terms of Palestine and of its economic 
upbuilding,” the declaration concluded. 

Mr. Zeldin, in his indictment, de- 
tailed various alleged financial extrava- 
gances of the present administration. 
He declared that the American Zion 
Commonwealth, whieh was originally 
organized for the purpose of securing 
funds through the sale of bonds for 
the purchase of land in Palestine, was 
“grossly mismanaged:”. The leaders of 
the present organization used the funds 
obtained for “land speculation instead 
of land purchase,” he said. 

Continuing his attack on the incum- 
bent officers, he declared that funds 
had to be taken from the United Pales- 


--tine Appeal to make good a deficit 


which resulted from the mismanage- 
ment of the American Zion Common- 
wealth. 

Large sums of money also were lost 
by the Palestine Securities Corporation 
through mismanagement, he alleged. 


$175,000 Deficit Reported. 


Mr. Berenson stated that the present 
organization is facing a deficit of $175,- 
000. Whereas in 1920 the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America had an enrolled 
membership of over 150,000; the mem- 
bership today is approximately 20,000 
he said. He further charged that the 
present administration had ceased to 
become an organization for the pur- 
pose of aiding in the upbuilding oz 
Palestine and serving as a Zionist 
propaganda and cultural institution, 
and had become instead “a political 
machine to keep in office the present 
leaders and their friends.” . 

In the opening address, Judge Julian 

W. Mack explained the purpose of the 
meeting. He charged the administra- 
tion with “thinking primarily of cgn- 
trol in the United States: of machine 
politics; of its ability to control and 
hold power.” 

Mr. Rosensohn discussed Zionist work 
in Palestine, and declared that the 
general internal economic conditions 
of the country. considered apart from 
Zionist finances, is “alarming.” Little 
has been done during the six years of 
Zionist organization to promote the 
industrial development of the country, 
he charged.

Based on the assump- 
tion that at the time of death this 
man's life would flash before him, the 
picture takes one back over all the 
high spots of his life. 

“Potemkin” shows some authentic 
scenes of the recent Russian revolution. 
It is not new to Washington, but to 
any who missed it before it also is 
worth while.
